Women and Children, Sir Claude States, Writing 


July 22, Were Safe in the Legation—But 


the Losses Have Been Heavy. 


Tien Tsin, July 31^(Special Cablegram)--Major Waller, 


•commander oi the American Marines, received a dispatch 
from Conger this morning dated July 21, stating that there 
lias been no firing since July 16, by agreement. 
They have 


provisions for several weeks and a little ammunition.

are safe and well 


McKinley Called to Washington. 


Canton, O. July 31 (Special Cablegram)—The Ameri- 


can ambassador to Russia, Tower, arrived this [morning and 
liad a long conference with the president on the internation- 
al complications in China.

tomorrow, returning Thursday or Friday. 


London. July 31,1:05 a. m.—The ndmiral- 
ity has made public-the following dispatch 
from Rear Admiral Bruce at Tieu Tsin: 
''Following message from Pokin : 
" 'British legation, Pekin. Juno 20 to July. 
16 repeatedly attacked by Chinese troops on 
all sides. Both rifle and artillery fire. Since 
July 16 an armistice, but a cordon is strictly 
drawn on both sides of the position. Chi- 
nese barricades cl >se to ours. 
" 'All women and children in the British 
legation. The casualties to date sixty-two 
killed, including Captain Strouts. A num- 
ber of wounded in hospital, including Cap- 
tain Halliday. Best of legation all well 
except David Oliphant and Warroh. killed 
July 21.

SIR 
CLAUDE'S 
MESSAGE PA1NFUL 


JU Indicates That Fearful losses -Have 


Occurred Among Foreigners. 


Washington, July 31—Sir Claude 


Macdonald'e dispatch from the British 
legation in Peking hue produced a great 
and painful sensation in Washington. 


The secretary was horrified by the 


tidings, and lamented that Sir Claude 
tad not included in. his too brief message 
some word concerning Minister Conger 
.and the American contingent. 


Sir Claude's dispatch convinced Wash- 


• ing that behind the walla of Peking is 
concealed a tragedy which will stagger 
humanity when the full truth becomes 
iknown. It is to prevent that truth com- 
ing out that Chinese diplomacy and 
Chinese trickery are BOW exerting all 
their skill and deviltry. 


Chluu Wants a Pledge. 


Prince Tuan and his advisors, it is 


said in official circles here, know that 
when the truth does comes out the 
world will be so angered that nothing 
can stop a mighty rush of the armies of 
•Christendom upon the imperial city, The 
dynasty will fall. The streets of Pekin 
will run with blood. Probably the em- 
j>ire will be dismembered. 


Knowing this, thePekin junta is rais- 


ing heaven and earth to secure from the 
jpowere a pledge that there shall be no 


more advance upon Pekin. It wants to 
secure that pledge before the truth 
becomes known, for afterward it will be 
too late. 


Conger Believed to be Safe. 


Although Sir Claude MacDonald does 


not mention the condition of any other 
legation nor any of the ministers by 
name, it is believed here that Mr. Con- 
ger and all the envoys survived at the 
date of the British minister's dispatch'. 
It is further believed that "nil women 
and children in the British legation" 
means the women and children of all the 
legations. 


This corroborates Mr. Conger's dis- 


patch of the 18th inst., and leads the 
state department officials to the con- 
clusion that perhaps Mr. Conger's dis- 
patch was both authentic and of the ap- 
proximate date ascribed to it. 


Most of Them Have Ferl»hed. 


Sir Claude's message Indicates that a 


large part qf the British legation guards 
have beep killed. His figures, sixty-two 
killed, doubtless refer to the British le- 
gation alone. As the British compound 
was one of the best protected in the city 
and occupied an exceptional defensive 
situation, the fate of the guards and at 
taches in the other legations may easily 
be imagined. Prabably the most of 
them have perished. 


Only Time Can Tell 


It is gravely feared here that most of 


the legations are isolated from their 
neighbors. It is feared that Sir Claude 
MacDonald in the British compoutd 
does not know what,has been going en 
in olher legation inclosures. 
The same 


thing is probably true of the German 
and Japanese, legations. 
How many 


living men are left to tell the tale in the 
legation structures which have been 
subjected to the heaviest fire, and which 
have been wholly or in part destroyed, 
only time can tell. 


Confirmed tlie Worst Fears 


The British minister's statement that 


the legation was attacked from June |20 
to July 16 by the Chinese troops has 
confirmed the worst fears of the officials 
here. There can no longer be any 
doubt, they say, of the guiltiness of the 
Pekin government. 


There is great anxiety as to what 


course Great Britian and the other pow- 
ers wil) pursue as to a formal declara- 
tion of war, now that this proof of the 
worst phases of the situation has come 
to hand over the signature of the Brit- 
ish minister. 


Gen. Cliallee Gets Impatient. 


Washington, July 31-| Special Tele- 


gramj—General Chatfee cables the war 
department from Che Foo that the facil- 
ities for discharging troops from ships 
are inadequate and alow: "The Indiana 
will finish discharging today Bad pro- 
ceed to Nagaski.

He was 
subsequently arrested.

Assassination I'laimed In America. 
P,aterson, N. J., July 31—The assas 


sination of King Humbert of Italy, was 
planned in this city or New York, and 
Angelo Bressi, the murderer, was select- 
ed by lot to carry the plan of the anar- 
chists into execution. 


Bressi was a silk weaver; employed in 


the mills of Hamil & Booth, and.lived at 
the 
Hotel 
Bartholdi, 325 Straight 


street. He was generally regarded as a 
quiet and inoffensive man. but now that 
he has stricken down one of the kings of 
the old world, his acquaintances are 
telling of his nightly associations with 
the vengeance-seeking band of Italian 
anarchistic exiles. 


Aa soon as the news of the assassina 


tion was received in America.tbe author- 
ties.became convinced that the plot was 
laid in Peterson or that the murderer 
.came from there. They were working 
on this assumption when the- learned 
from Italy that Bressi had admitted that 
he came from this town. 


Late.laat night hia wife/was found and 


she is now in the hands of the police. 


Bressi left America' for Europe en 


May 7, and three weeks later, according 
to the records of the Italian police, ar- 
rived in Milan. 


The Death Humbert Expected 


New York, July 31—That in a king- 


dom where, according to government 
statistics, nearly 5,000 homicides took 
place in the year 1899—ihat is to say 
where one Italian killed another Italian 
every two hours throughout the entire 
twelve months—the sovereign should be 
laid low by the hand of the aesasaisn 
need excite no surprise. It is the death 
that Humbert had. all along expected, 
to which he had been repeatedly expos'- . 
ed, and for which be in all probability, 
would have expressed his preference 
had he been permitted to make hia 
cho:ce.

The boys 
had erected a tent in the yard near the 
house and the Smith boy and Mr. Ech- 
lin'e son. Ellis, were busily engaged in 
driving stakes and clogging holes in the 
ground, each armed with a batchet. 


They were close together both at 


work pounding and digging with the 
sharp instruments, when in some way 
a hatchet in the hands of the Echlin 
boy landed on the head of the Smith 
boy, cutting a triangular gash in the 
crown about four inches long, raising 
the scalp but not penetrating the skull. 


The injured boy was immediately 


taken into Mr. Ecblin's house and Dr. 
Hedges summoned. The doctor found 
the boy wae not as seriously injured aa 
first supposed and had him taken to the 
home of his parents at the Highland 
house, where the cut was dressed, a num- 
ber of stitches being necessary to close 
the cut. 


It was a narrow escape for the child 


and he will have a sore head for some 
time.

board of directors,' or other officers of 
company, to the stockholders, at the 
last annual meeting.

kill King Humbert of Italy. 


He killed Giuseppe Pesana and then 


took, his own life. It was said that he 
held high places in the Mafia. The two 
men quarreled and Speranza shot Pe- 
sana and blew out his own brains. A 
very strange letter was found in the 
murderer's pocket. 


In the letter which Sreranza ha^l 


prepared he set forth that he 
was 


chosen by his anarchist comrades to 
kill the king of Italy, but that, owing 
to the fact that he was in this coun- 
try on the date set for the attempt 
at assassination, he cou'd not fulfil: 
the obligation. 


"This is not o£ uiy bidding,'' wrote 


Speranza, "but the good and brave so- 
ciety wills it. On Feb. 2, in Italy, it 
was my lot and my order to kill the 
king. My cumber came out in Amer- 
ica, and I could not do it. They gave 
me liberty, but ordered that the will' 
of the society must be. obeyed. 


"They have said that because I was 


in America that I could do nothing, 
but I will show them that I d'o not 
talk only.
